ISCHARGING UTILITIES COMMISSIONER

TO SECURE CHOICE LAND 


Opening of 80 New Te at Land Office This 
Morning Marked by No Unusual Rush — Only 


Twenty Homesteads Filed 


So important a stage in the develop- | 
ment of Edmonton and the districts tri- | 
bulary to it, as the throwing open at| 
the land oftice this morning, of eighty | 
townships, 
for setiiement, was not marked by | 
anything out of the ordinary of routine | 
at the land office. | 

When this huge. empire — of. virgin 
hud was opened as free homestead j 
land, many expected that. there would 
be a tremendous rush of selllers seek- 
ing to secure the choice locations 
uuong these eighty townships. 

Somewhere in the world today, there 
are the thousands of settlers that: will 
eventually crowd over this big area 
and reap fortunes from the new virgin 
soil, but the thousands, nor eyen*a} 
failrly large fraction of ther, were | 
not in evidence when the clerks at the 
fand office unlocked the doors for buSi- 
ness at 9,30 this morning. : 

The 1,840,000 acres formally be- 
come open for homesteading purposes 
at 9,80. Only twenty new settlers 
were waiting to secure locations in this 
area. The majority of these twenty, 
outsiders most of them, secured farms 
in the land thrown open, some of them 
along the Grand Trunk Pacitie west of 
the city, and others in other portions 
of the district not too far from a rail- 
way. They had their choice and got

Agent K. W. MeKenzie expects the 
rush to begin about the 
April, and keep up nntil all the choice 
land in the new area is gene, He ex- 
peets that the rush then will be tre- 
mendous, in viéw of the huge num- 
ber of-enquiries for land that have 
been received from time to time during 
the winter. 

Rush for Valuable Land. 

There was.a small sized rush for lo- 
cations in township 538, range £0, west 
of the fifth, which is the township im- 
mediately south of Ghils Lake, and 
which is traversed by the main line of 
the Grand Trunk Pacific. ‘This land is 
only fairly good for farming purposes, 
and it is believed that the significance 
of the rush is that there are valuable 
coal deposits on the land.

C.N. R, SECURING 
NEW COAL LANDS 


Deal Understood to be Pending 
Wheoreby They WIIl Tako Over 
Coal on Brule Lako. 


: Extensive ooal lands on the shores 
of Brule lake, in the Yellowhead Pass, 
will be developed within the next year 
or two, if a deal that is now under- 
stood to be pending, whereby the rail- 
Way company will take over the leases 
on the land, goes through. 

The property is directly on the 
route chosen for the main line of the 
Canadian Northern through the moun- 
tains, and is understood to contain 
some rich coal. Negotiations with the 
railway company for the taking over of 
the land are now under way. 

The main line of the Canadian North- 
ern wil parallel the Grand Trunk Paci- 
tie for a good distance through the 
Yellowhead. The G.N.R. already own 
huge coal areas in the Brazeau coun- 
try, seventy-five miles south of .their 
proposed main line, and their acquire- 
inent of new coal on the main line will 
place them in possession of a valuable 
asset,

Report Rovivod That Standard Trust 
Refuse to Sign Waterways Bonds 
and Domand Provincial Bond. 


The story that the Standard Trust 
company, of Winnipeg, holders of the 
trust agreement between J. P. Mor- 
gan, the Alberta and Great Wateryaws 
railway, and the province of Alberta, 
regarding the disposition of the 
$7,400,000 bond money, of the rail- 
way company, have refused to accept 
the railway bonds issued and signed 
by Premier Sifton, and that they de- 
mand a new government five percent 
bond covering the entire issue, is be- 
ing revived again in the city.  Al- 
though the premier and others inter- 
ested state that they know nothing of 
this, the report is given as absolutely 
correct from an authoritative souree. 

The Standard Trust company are 
at present holding the bonds in Win- 
nipeg, Which were signed some time 
ago by Premier Sifton, and it is said 
that they have an understanding with 
Morgan to refuse to initial the bonds 


that are now the subject of litigation | 


in the Alberta courts. It is said that 
what Morgan wants is a new govern- 
ment bond that wil labsolutely protect 
the bondholders. 

This will involve the province in a 
tangle from which it cannot extricate 


itself without a special meeting of the 
legislature to authorize special isue 


of bonds. ‘The litigation between the 
province and the Royal bank to secure 
before two years’ lime. 
control of the bond money cannot end 
In the meantime the province has 
issued treasury certificates to the ex- 
tent of $4,000,000, which have been 
sold in London at par 4 percent. It 
is expected that another issue of 
$3,400,000 wil Ibe made in the near 
future.

Of these in their order— 

A—Lack of business ability: 

1, The greatest difficulties have 
arisen through his endeavor to run the 
business of the city, down to the re- 
motest details, single-handed. It is a 
well recognized business principle that 
in Jarge undertakings competent heads 
of departments, winio have expert train- 
ing in their particular department, 
must be employed and the responsi- 
bility of their departments must be 
placed on them. 

One of his first mistakes was in 
compelling the different departments 
to apply to him personally for a re- 
quisition before even the most trival 
articles were purchased. At that time 
he made no exception no matter how 
great the emergency. 

The following instances are worthy 
of notice: 

2. Breaks in water mains. 

3. In July 1910, Superintendent 
Biswanger applied to the utilities com- 
missioner for eight locks for the exit 
doors of the Preston ears to prevent 
the doors from swinging, open every 
time the cars stopped and to avoid the 
risk of persons falling out of the car.

The Duchess is known as a woman 
of no common calibre. She has no 
taste for society or the frivolities of 
court life, bul is able to engage in in- 
telligent discussion of public questions 
of the day and is wel Iversed in many 
branches of science. As she herself 
has expressed it, she “likes to see how 
things are done.” Jt is no unusual 
thing for her to visit a manufactory, a 
ship builder's, or philanthropic institu- 
tion and ask to be shown round, taking 
the keenest interest in all details and 
asking many leading questions.

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PUBLIC MEETING 
OPEN TO DISCUSS 
BOUILLON AFFAIR 

By the application for injunction the applicants placed the whole 
question of the dismissal of Mr. Bouillon in the hands of the court. 

Any discussion of a case in court is contempt of court. 

Consequently, by a literal interpretation of the law, any rate- 
payer who goes to the public meeting this evening and undertakes 
to discuss the dismissal of Mr. Bouillon is open to prosecution for 
contempt, and is liable to fine or imprisonment, or both. 

However, upon representations made by the city council, the 
justices of the supreme court, in conference, have consented, unless 
the utterances are such as are manifestly intended to bring the court 
into contempt, to take no cognizance of the speeches made at the 
meeting. 
the city council or about the action of the group of citizens who are 
trying to suppress constitutional government in the city as they 
choose, but they cannot discuss the wisdom or otherwise of the 
court in granting the injunction restraining the city council from 
dismissing Commissioner Bouillon, Neither can they say that it 
would be an unwise thing for the court to grant the application to 
make the injunction permanent. 

This decision on the part of the judges gives plenty of scope for 
discussion. If the men who think that Mr. Bouillon, with all his 
idiosyncracies and with his record of failure during the past year, is 
still more competent to handle the affairs of the city than any other 
man who might be employed by the council which the ratepayers 
have elected, that he should be placed in a position superior to the 
elected representatives of the people, that he should be allowed to 
flout, insult and ignore the people’s representatives,' and that he 
should be crowned czar and despot of the city of Edmonton, tonight 
atives, and that he should be crowned czar and despot of the city of 
is the time when they have an opportunity to come forward and 
make their statements.

If these powers are taken away from 
the council, the aldermen, who represent the people, lose all power 
and the commissioner, who is merely an employee of the city, 
becomes the head and whole of the city’s administration, absolute in 
his power, but responsible to no one. 
The permanent injunction would make a public servant the 
public’s master, and the public would have ho recourse. 
+4 As the application for the injunction is now in the hands of the 
q court it is illegal for any newspaper to discuss the merits of the 
case, and consequently the Capital cannot do so now and here. 

But the intelligent people who can see things clearly will be 
able to recognize the menace to the city of Edmonton in a move 
which contemplates taking out of the hands of all responsible office 
: holders the three million and a half worth of public utilities and 

placing the same in the hands of any man not answerable to the 
public who own the utilities. 

When it is contemplated to place these utilities absolutely in 
the hands of a man such as Mr. Bouillon, whose record shows that he 
has not made good, and who has exhibited mental characteristics 
and temperamental handicaps which render nugatory the usefulness 
to the city of any abilities which he may possess, the possibility of 
irreparable disaster to the whole group of municipal enterprises 
which the-city has built up at such enormous cost is so genuinely 
real as to give patriotic citizens food for most profqund thought. 

Irresponsibly managed for one year, it is quite possible that the 
whole of the municipal utilities might be placed in-bankruptcy and 
the sheriff in the city hall with the city of Edmonton left holding 


the bag.

These two make the affidavits. 

They claim that the 75 or 100 who met in the board of trade are 
the voice of public opinion and that the alderman who secured the 
least number of votes is more entitled to represent the people who 
elected the city council than are six others who were elected by 
larger majorities than he received at the hands of the electors. 

They ask the court to restrain the council, which was legally 
and constitutionally elected, from doing the things which in the 
council's judgment is the right thing to do, and in making this de- 
mand they take the position that they, and not the council, are quali- 
fied to judge what is best for the city. 

Based upon these affidavits, C. Gallagher makes application to 
have constitutional government set aside.
